Plan Work Camps 
For Single Men Who 
Will Lose The Dole 

I The county’s unemployed single 
men are going to be taken off 
the dole and given a job and a 
living to “rebuild their work 
habits," the county relief ad- 
mlnstratlon has decided. 

Ten camps, five of them 
former CCXJ centers, will be al- 
loted to the LACRA to house 
2000 men a year. Only men who 
have lived at least one year in 
the county are eligible. 

Single men, formerly receiving 
$18.75 monthly on the dole, will 
go to the camps and receive free 
food, lodging, clothing and to¬ 
bacco— and work 30 hours a 
week. The new setup thus will 
provide each man with about $25 
worth of assistance each month. 

It is estimated that by Sep¬ 
tember 5 at least 1000 campers 
will be in the first eight per¬ 
manent camps. “The plan alms 
to make the men work mlndet 
and break them of the dole 
habit,” says the department.

i to California agricultural inter- 
; ests, according to Warren K. 
Brown, director of transportation 
' of the California state railroad 
I commission, in a letter to As- 
.semblyman Frank G. Martin of 
the 48th assembly district. 

For several years the rates on 
perishable fruits and vegetables 
from California, Oregon. Wash¬ 
ington, Arizona and part of New 
Mexico to the Middle West and 
East have been on a parity. This 
has enabled California growers 
and shippers to market their pro¬ 
ducts in competition with other 
Western .=tates. If Arizona grow¬ 
ers and .shippers obtain the re¬ 
duction of rates on cantaloupes, 
they doubtless will file similar 
complaints on other perishable 
agricultural products. TTils even¬ 
tually will lead to a complete 
breakdown of the blanket rate 
adjustment which California pro¬ 
ducers and shippers have relied 
upon to compete fairly for the 
trade of the Middle Western and 
Eastern markets. 

The California railroad com¬ 
mission has filed a pyetitlon in 
intervention in opposition to the 
complaint of Arizona growers 
and shippers of cantaloupes and 
will contest before the interstate 
commerce commission. Mr. Brown 
asks that any growers or ship¬ 
pers in this area who are inter¬ 
ested in tliis fight for fair com- | 
petition to communicate with the 
California railroad commis.«i 0 B at 
San Francisco. !
